A CENTURY OF OBERLIN 


This is not an account of the great events in the history of Oberlin. 


The stories of the founding, the Lane 


accession, the Wellington rescue are all familiar and have been told at greater length than would be possible here. 
The purpose of this section is to open a door into the lives of former student generations, to create a bit of the 
atmosphere in which they moved, to chronicle the ordinary rather than the extraordinary in the past. These are 
letters which students might have written, and are historically accurate so far as possible. 


The Covenant quoted here is that to which the early colonists were asked to subscribe. It was adopted in 1832. 


Lamenting the degeneracy 
of the Church and the de- 
plorable condition of our perishing world, and ardently 
desirous of bringing both under the entire influence of 
the blessed Gospel of peace; and viewing with peculiar 
interest the influence which the valley of the Mississippi 
must exert over our nation and the nations of the earth; 
and having, as we trust, in answer to devout supplica- 
tions, been guided by the counsel of the Lord: the un- 
dersigned covenant together under the name of the 
Oberlin Colony, subject to the following regulations, 
which may be amended by a concurrence of two-thirds 
of the colonists: 


1. Providence permitting, we engage as soon as prac- 
ticable to remove to the Oberlin Colony, in Russia, 
Lorain County, Ohio, and there to fix our residence, for 
the express purpose of glorifying God in doing good 
to men to the extent of our ability. 


2. We will hold and manage our estates personally, 
but pledge as perfect a community of interest as 
though we held a community of property. 


3. We will hold in possession no more property 
than we believe we can profitably manage for God, as 
His faithful stewards. 


4. We will, by industry, economy, and Christian 
self-denial, obtain as much as we can, above our nec- 
essary personal or family expenses, and faithfully appro- 
priate the same for the spread of the Gospel. 

§. That we may have time and health for the Lord’s 
service, we will eat only plain and wholesome food, re- 
nouncing all bad habits, and especially the smoking and 
chewing of tobacco, unless it is necessary as a medicine, 
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and deny ourselves all strong 
and unnecessary drinks, even 
tea and coffee, as far as practicable, and everything 
expensive, that is simply calculated to gratify the palate. 


6. That we may add to our time and health money 
for the service of the Lord, we will renounce all the 
world’s expensive and unwholesome fashions of dress, 
particularly tight dressing and ornamental attire. 


7. And yet more to increase our means of serving 
Him who bought us with His blood, we will observe 
plainness and durability in the construction of our 
houses, furniture, carriages, and all that appertains to us. 


8. We will strive continually to show that we, as 
the body of Christ, are members one of another; and 
will while living, provide for the widows, orphans, and 
families of the sick and needy, as for ourselves. 

9. We will take special pains to educate all our chil- 
dren thoroughly, and to train them up, in body, intel- 
lect, and heart, for the service of the Lord. 

10. We will feel that the interests of the Oberlin 
Institute are identified with ours, and do what we can 
to extend its influence to all our fallen race. 


11. We will make special efforts to sustain the in- 
stitutions of the Gospel at home and among our neigh- 
bors. 

12. We will strive to maintain deep-toned and ele- 
vated personal piety, to “provoke each other to love and 
good works,” to live together in all things as brethren, 
and to glorify God in our bodies and spirits, which are 
His. 

In testimony of our fixed purpose thus to do, in re- 
liance on Divine grace, we hereunto affix our names.

Oberlin, May 20, 1834 
Very dear Father and Mother: 


I have been slow to write you of my prog- 
ress here, but much that is new keeps us busy 
early and late. We heard of the mud before 
we came, and, alas, the story is quite true. 
Yesterday two ox teams were mired before 
Oberlin Hall and it was necessary for most 
of us to help before they were freed. The 
work of clearing is progressing rapidly, thanks 
to the ardor of colonists and students and to 
the divine grace of God, who stands by us at 
all times. There are now several buildings 
erected, homes for some of the families, the 
first of which was that of Mr. Peter P. Pease, 
and Oberlin Hall. It is about thirty-five by 
forty feet, with two regular 
stories and a central part 
raised to a third story or attic 
where I live with the other 
gentlemen students. Father 
and Mrs. Shipherd are living 
in the basement with their 
family and several others. 

The opening day of the 
term we held a meeting in 
the hall, each of us seated on 
a chair outside his door, and 
formed a literary society 
which we call the Oberlin 
Lyceum. The students are 
well bred and pious, frugal 
in eating and dressing, and 
devoutly ardent in the cause 


to which we have set ourselves. Sabbath 
meetings are held in the Chapel on the 
second floor of Oberlin Hall, and with all due 
humility I say that truly the Lord must be 
gladdened by the sight of so many Christian 
folk aspiring to bring more grace into this 
benighted world. We have had as many as 
thirty brethren coming on foot or riding from 
other places to attend these services. 

Our rooms are small, about eight feet square, 
with one window and furnished with a table, 
two chairs, a stove and a turn-up bed. 

There are thirty-eight females in attendance 
this term; many of them very interesting. For 
the present they recite with the gentlemen, 
but this is not to be continued.

September, 1842 
Dear Friend Maria: 

When I left Boston I swore to tell you faith- 
fully of all that happened here, that you 
might judge better whether you, too, would 
choose to make the long trip to Oberlin. 

The expenses, as you know, are $12 for tui- 
tion, (it is $15 for the young men), about $5 
for room-rent and $1 a week for board; but it 
is possible to defray part of these by labor. 
According to the catalogue, “for manual labor 
young ladies usually receive from three to four 
cents per hour, according to their efficiency.” 
I fear that I must be classed among those less

eficient ones who gain but three cents. We 
wash, iron, cook and sew, both for ourselves 
and for the young men. 

The fare is simple and good. There is a 
possibility that tea and coffee may be served at 
the boarding hall as there is much agitation 
for it. Many, however, condemn it as a viola- 
tion of the Covenant. 

I have entered the regular College Depart- 
ment rather than the Young Ladies Depart- 
ment. Just a year ago three young ladies were 
graduated from the college course and were 
the first in the United States to receive the de- 
gree. I am proud thus to have the opportu- 
nity of becoming one of the first of my sex to 
graduate from college with a degree, but it 
also fills me with humility and the desire to 
prove worthy of the honor. My course of 
study includes algebra, geometry and trigo- 
nometry, Cicero, Xenophon, Acts of the 
Apostles, Physiology, General History, and 
English Bible.

August, 1850 
My dear James: 
These last have been exciting days in Ober- 
lin. We are all Abolitionists and will most 
eagerly aid any unfortunate escaped slave, and 


attempt to lead astray the slave hunters. This 
has become known generally and it is more 
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Chapel—1855 


and more difficult to escape detection. Some 
of the Lake captains are willing to overlook 
the presence of a slave on board and to take 
him over to Canada. We had word of such 
a boat last week and immediately set about 
getting together seven slaves hidden in various 
houses preparatory to making the trip to the 
Lake. We had barely started when news came 
that the slave hunters were entering Oberlin. 
Quickly we hid the seven men in a barn near 
the edge of the town. Another wagon was 
got and an expedition left in the wrong direc- 
tion with a too-apparent secrecy. When they 
had had time to start, one of our number, pre- 
tending to aid the hunters, pointed out this 
direction to them, and they left 
hurriedly. They caught the false 
wagon about ten miles out of 
Oberlin, and, much to their anger, 
found only white men therein. In 
the meantime we had safely con- 
veyed the seven negroes to the 
Lake port and freedom. Another 
time one of the students carried 
a slave, dressed as a woman, on his 
horse from Oberlin to the Lake. 
These adventures are perilous, but 
they are in a great cause, and I 
sincerely hope that the time is not 
far off when the injustice is cor- 
rected by which man is able to 
force servitude on fellow man; 
and then such deeds need not be

done. The Lord, I feel sure, is with us 
and inevitably the right will prevail. 

During the long vacation from November 
to February I expect to teach school near 
Elyria. According to students who have en- 
gaged in this work, I may receive as much 
as $30 per month which will 
sustain me for most of my 
expenses next year. |

August, 1859 
My dear Jane: 

At last the end of my four 
years at Oberlin approaches. 
There is much excitement 
among us and no little tre- 
pidation because this is the 
first year that the ladies grad- 
uating in the College Course 
are being permitted to read 
their own essays at Com- 
mencement. Finally men are 
beginning to grant to women 
a partial measure of the free- 
dom that is due them, and 
realize that it is no indis- 
cretion for us to appear on a 
platform with the men. 

The annual sawdust pro- 
cession will be taking place in 
a few days. That is one of 
the traditional Commence- 
ment customs here. ‘There is 
no carpet in First Church 


where the exercises are held, and, in 
order to deaden the sound, about 
two inches of sawdust is spread on 
the floor. The Sophomores are ex- 
pected to get the sawdust, and they 
make it the occasion for much 
amusement. Each one who can, gets 
hold of a horse, preferably a bony 
one, and mounts it with his bag of 
sawdust. Then the procession starts. 
The horses are spaced about fifty 
feet apart, which makes the line 
fully half a mile long. The effect 
is heightened by the fact that each 
man is dressed in the most outland- 
ish clothes possible, with horns and 
tails, gay colored garments, and_ hideous 
masks. I remember last year they paraded all 
over town ending up with a bonfire where 
they burned their text books. The Faculty 
was not any too well pleased with that and I 
really think it was a shameful waste. 
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Before I see you again I 
shall be Miss Emily Wood, 
A.B.

October, 1869 
Dear Friend George: 

Yesterday, being the Sab- 
bath, I went to Bible Class at 
the College Chapel and from 
there to a meeting at the 
First Congregational Church. 
Dr. Finney preached a most 
powerful sermon. During it 
one of the congregation fell 
asleep. Dr. Finney noticed 
this and, picking up a Bible 
near him, threw it at the un- 
fortunate sleeper, exclaiming, 
“If you won’t hear the word of God, you can 
at least feel it,” and then went on with his 
discourse. He is a remarkable man, very elo- 
quent and speaks with almost astounding 
force, emphasizing his points with gestures 
and actions. So great is the effect of his per- 
sonality that he can, in the course of a sermon, 
say and do the most unusual things and yet 
not seem ridiculous. In the evening I went to 
meeting again, to the Second Congregational 
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Church this time, held in the College Chapel. 
Professor Fairchild preached. 

In the matter of church attendance the col- 
lege is, I believe, very liberal. We are allowed 
to select whatever church may please us best, 
and are required to attend twice on the Sab- 
bath. In addition there is a daily prayer meet- 
ing at the Chapel at five o’clock. There are 
also four o’clock Thursday lectures, generally 
given by Dr. Morgan. 

The board walk across 
Tappan Square has been rot- 
ting away so that it had be- 
come truly dangerous. Still 
the college authorities, 
through lack of the necessary 
money, as they claimed, did 
not replace it. Last week some 
of the gentlemen took it into 
their own hands to force ac- 
tion, and one night tore up 
the planks. On Sunday Presi- 
dent Finney prayed long and 
eloquently for them, but I 
understand that the executive 
committee has voted now to 
lay a new walk.

My dearest Father and Mother: 


I was very much interested in the exhibition 
of a phonograph in the Chapel last Wednes- 
day. It is a most remarkable and wonderful 
machine, but the general opinion is that it is 
rather useless. I understand that Professor 
Churchill has been making himself one. I 
should like very much to see it. 


As you know, the use of tobacco is strictly 
forbidden here and frowned upon by every- 
one. Imagine the horror and astonishment 
of most of us to learn that some of the acad- 
emy students had been indulging in the re- 
pulsive habit. They have been expelled, but 
the incident has aroused a furore of discussion, 
some of the more unchristian of the students 
defending the disgraced ones. 


Another similar situation exists over the 
temperance problem, though in this case the 
disapproval is unanimous except for some of 
the more degraded members of the commun- 
ity. Many attempts have been made to estab- 
lish a saloon in Oberlin, with but little suc- 
cess. This fall another such effort has been 
made in the form of a billiard hall and bowl- 
ing alley where all sorts of intoxicating liquors 
have been sold. The respectable citizens were 
instantly alarmed and a group of them at- 
tempted to discourage the proprietor. That 
failing, many of them set up such a watch 
over the place that anyone entering was sure 
to feel the force of their disapproval. Many 
meetings were held at First Church to discuss 
and condemn the situation. The Village 


Council voted that the place must close at 
seven o’clock and imposed a tax of fifty dol- 
lars on each billiard table. When these regu- 
lations were disobeyed, the proprietor was ar- 
rested, fined, and ordered jailed until he paid. 
He was released on bail and has since vanished, 
removing this defilement from Oberlin. 


The new game, football, has been gaining in 
favor here this fall. Baseball, though, has been 
more popular, and I do not see how football 
can ever equal it. I have tried a bit of both 
and find baseball by far the superior game.

My dear Mary: 

Commencement is this afternoon and Ober- 
lin is buzzing with excitement. We are plan- 
ning a trip to the Lake for tomorrow. All 
the buggies and barouches in Oberlin have 
been spoken for already, as everyone seems to 
want to go. John has asked me to go with 
him. We shall start out during the morning 
with several of our friends and take lunches 
along so that we can spend the day. We are 
hoping for calm weather that we may be able 
to go out on the water. There will be a moon 
that night to make the journey home most 
pleasant. 

I have just got my copy of our new annual, 
the Hi-O-Hi which came out last week. We 
have had an annual before, but this is the first 
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one to be put out by the junior class, Robert 
Millikan and E. H. Abbott were the editors 
and have done a very good job I think. It is 
very interesting and many parts are quite 
amusing. Robert Millikan is listed as the 
handsomest man in college. 

President Merrill E. Gates of Rutgers has 
just been elected to take President Fairchild’s 
place. The Review has a very interesting 
article about him. If all it says is true, he is 
just the man for Oberlin. He will be here 
today to look us over and see if he cares to 
stay.

Dearest Marjory: 


Monday afternoon there was an exciting 
women’s basketball game between two varsity 
teams chosen from the College class teams and 
the Conservatory and Academy teams. It was 
a new idea and was great fun. One team was 
called Yale and the other Princeton. Frances 
Jones and Florence Edgerton were the cap- 
tains. We all took sides and learned the songs 
of the college we were rooting for. Before 
the game the Princeton team came in dragging 
a cart in which sat a tiny colored boy dressed 
in orange and black. They were followed by 
the substitutes carrying a Princeton banner. 
I, as one of the Princeton supporters, had a 
couple of fudge pans to use as cymbals. All 
the Princetonians carried pans of some sort. 
The Yaleites had a large snare drum. The game 
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was very close, with first one team ahead and 
then the other, but it finally ended 13-12 for 
Yale. The game was such a success that they 
are talking of having it every year. 

Last Saturday afternoon the Seniors at 
Baldwin had a basket picnic in the Morgan 
Woods for all the Seniors. We had a bonfire 
and toasted marshmallows. 

There was a very interesting concert last 
Wednesday by Madame Homer. She sang 
some songs composed by her husband, who 
played the accompaniment.

The past scholastic term marks the second 
year of the use of the Honor System as re- 
vised and adapted in the fall of 1930. The 
purpose of the Honor System is to main- 
tain a high standard of honor in all curricu- 
lar work. ‘To aid in upholding this purpose 
an Honor Committee is established, com- 
posed of seven men and seven women, with 
one man and one woman serving as co- 
chairmen.

The Honor System is based purely on 
honor in that no pledge is required and in 
that individuals observing offenders may 
handle them as they deem best, either by 
reporting the case to the Committee for 
judicial action or by bringing pressure to HELEN STONE 
bear on the offender personally or through Chairman 
a group. Since the system is thus depend- 
ent entirely upon student co-operation for 
its success, the Committee makes education 
its chief business, endeavoring to instill the 
tradition of honesty in the minds of incom- 
ing students and to keep it alive in the 
whole student body.

The regular work of the Y. W. C. A. in 
Oberlin falls into three classifications. First, 
it is the only organization which concerns 
itself with community work. In this field, 
it conducts a Recreation Center, primarily 
for colored children, sponsors a Night 
School, helps at the Children’s Home with 
worship and recreation, and provides for 
Shut-ins. 

Along the line of campus service, the Betty JAMEs

Oberlin Band history began in 1889 with 
the formation of the Aeolus Cornet Club, 
boasting of seven members. Eight years 
later, the “Brass Band of Holy Rushers” 
made its appearance, an aggregation that WALTER TRAXLER 
from all reports was no more musical than President 
its name indicated. In 1902 there was a 
picture in the Hi-O-Hi of a 20-piece band, 
and from then till 1921 the Oberlin Band 
maintained a stable place in campus activi- 
ties. In 1921 Professor Frederick was put 
in charge, to conduct the Band and to give 
practical instruction on band instruments 
as well. Two football trips and a spring 
concert were added to the schedule the fol- 
lowing year. In 1924 a constitution was 
adopted to give the Band definite organiza- 
tion. From 1926 to 1928, the Band was 
under the student conductorship of Don 
Corbin; but since then Arthur Williams 
has been the director.

The team started the season with four letter men, Capt. Cook, Ashe, D. Smith, 
and Irwin. Two sophomores, Capt.-elect Duble and Gosling comprised the remainder

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INTRAMURALS 


When Dr. Nichols became director of the 
Intramural Department in 1928, one of his 
first moves was to provide for a more efh- 
cient staff of student officials through his 
“elimination” system. A large number of 
Freshman intramural managers were used 
from each Freshman class, and then this 
number was reduced until but two Senior 
managers remained from each group of 
Freshmen. ‘This year marks the first year 
that the two Senior managers have gone 
through the entire four years training per- 
iod. Asa result of having these two trained 
men at the head, with experienced Junior 
and under-class managers coming along, the 
Dr. Hersert J. NicHots, M.D. Intramural Department this year reached 
a peak in efficiency. It is the fact that such 
a large group of men are willing to give 
their time that such a tremendous task is 
possible. 


Along with this group of student aids, 
works a smaller group of qualified faculty 
members who coach in various sports. This 
method has a two-fold result in that the 
faculty members aid greatly in carrying 
out the intramural program and in that a 
closer and different relationship arises be- 
tween faculty member and student. 

The department wishes especially to em- 
phasize regularity of exercise as more to be 
desired than proficiency and activity dur- 
ing only a few months of the year. Its 
chief hope is to provide a sufficiently varied 
program of informal, as well as competi- 
tive, athletics throughout the school year in 
which every man may find a sport to his 
liking for spring, fall and winter.

recreation to the men in which they take 
part voluntarily “because they like it.” It 
is such activity which has the greatest value 
as a “carryover” into later life. 

The Intramural Department also stresses 
the fact that there should be a closer rela- 
tionship between intercollegiate and intra- 
mural athletics. In all colleges there is an 
increasing swing towards recognition of the 
principle that physical education, intra- 
mural and intercollegiate sports are all 
phases of one broad program of physical 
activity, and not separate and distinct 
units of organization. The required physi- 
cal education provides for teaching skills 
and developing interests in various activi- 
ties. Intramurals, the next step, offer the 
opportunity to students to use these skills 
in competitive and non-competitive sports. 
The peak of the athletic pyramid, intercol- 
legiate sports, give the superior few the op- 
portunity for the keenest competition and 
the opportunity of institutional team rep- 
resentation. Among the outstanding ex- 
amples of this idea at Oberlin are soccer and 
swimming, two sports which have worked 
up through intramural competition to var- 
sity standing, with marked success to the 
varsity teams resulting. Golf and fencing 
are also entering the realms of varsity com- 
petition. 


The new activities have also spread to the 
faculty. Faculty handball, bowling, and 
swimming are regularly scheduled. 


This spring the department hopes to in- 
troduce co-ed participation, especially in 
mixed tennis and golf matches. In this 
manner a newer and less formal ground 1s 
furnished for co-ed activity.
